Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, and in this G. Fox agreeth with him- For in his 
Great Myſtery, p. 246. He oppoſeth-Chr, Wade 'for ſaying, that the Holy Ghoſt 
was a Perſon, and that there was a Trinity of Three Perſons before Chriſt 
was born. And he addeth in the ſame place, The Scriptures do not tell the 
People of a Trinity, nor Three Perſons; but the Common-Prayer-Maſs-Book 
ſpeaketh of Three Perſons, brought in by the Father, the Pope ; and the Father, 
Son, and holy Spirit was always One.

That \eſus ſuf - 
fered and roſe again, but not Chriſt ; for, Chrt#, ſaid he, left him before his Paſſion.

The firſt of theſe branched ont of the Menandrians, of whom men- 
tion is made before ; and the Quakers agreement with them fally and plainly ma- 
nifeſted 3 But Saturnins added to the Menardrian Herefie, that Marriage was of 
the Devil, in which the American Quakers before ſpoken of, do fully agree with 
him. The ſecond branched from Simo7, Menander, and Sarurninus only added, 
That Simon of Cyrene ſuffered inſtead of Chriſt, and not Chriſt himſelf, In 
which our 2#akers do not much: differ from them, only inſtead of Simon Cyrene, 
they ſay, it was Jeſus of Nazareth that ſuffered, and not Chriſt himſelf.

'Tn this Age aroſe 'a great Swarm of Hereticks more, as Marc, of whom 
eame the Marcitez Colarbaſus, of whom the Colarbaſii ; Heracleon, of whon! 
the Heracleonite;, Cerdon, Marcion, of whom the Marcionifts; Lucianus and A- 
pelles, of whom the Lucianiſts and Apelleians ; Tatianus, of whom the Tatiars ; 
Montanus, of whom the Montaniſts, and many others ; But all theſe falling in 
with the Hereſies of Saturninus, Baſilides, Carpocrates, and Valentinus, and a juſt 
Compariſon between the Quakers and them; I ſhall now ſpare my ſelf the Pains 
of Tranſcribing, and you: the Patience of peruſing what hath been ſaid al- 


ready.

Hereticks. S mn the former Century, ſo in this, I ſhall paſs over in ſilence many 
/ \ obſcure Hereſies and Hereticks, which were of no long continuance, 


nor did much diſturb the Peace of the Church; as the Artotirites, Alogites, Ada- 


mites, Theodotians, ard many others , And only inſtance in ſome of the mot Fa> 
' mo#us and moſt peſtilent Hereticks that aroſe jn this Age. And I begin with, 


1. Novatus, 4 Preſbyter at Rome, who was a Man of a Contentious Spirit, and 
diſquieted with Schiſm and Hereſie, two of the moſt Famorus Churches in the World at 
that time, viz. Carthage and Rome. This Hereſie continued long, even to the Days 
of Conſtantius the Sor of Conſtantine, an Arian Emperour; as appeareth by tht 
Demoliſhing of their Temple in Cyzicum, a Famous Town in Bythinia, and the Ca- 
lamity of the People of Mantinium #:-Paphlagonia, both which happened in the Days 
of that Emperor. But the Magdeburgh Centuriators make it to be of much longer con- 
tinuance ;, For, they tell us it continued in Conſtantinople, til ir was Conquered by 
the Turks. Hiſt. Magd. Cent. 3. C. F. | 

His Hereſie conſiſted Principally of Two heads.

L2uak, How near a Kin our preſent Qnakers are to-theſe old Hereticks in the 
firſt Branch of their Hereſie, will appear, if we conſider that hizh Church Au- 
thority which they aſſume to themſelves, and the ſeverity they uſe in the execu- 
tion of it. When they firſt appear'd, their great Buſineſs was, to direct Men 
to their Light within, telling them that if they took heed to that, it was ſuf- 
ficient of it ſelf, without any thing elſe, to guide them in all their Concerns 
both Temporal and Spiritual, and to lead them to Heaven and Happineſs. But 
when their Numbers encreaſed, then the Caſe was altered; then for any one 
to adhere to the direCtion of his Light within, in oppoſition to the Light in 
the Body of Friends, was accounted a looſe and pernicious Plea; So Will. Penn 
tells them, in his Brief Examin. and State of Liberty Spiritual, printed 168z. 
P. 3- Jt #5 a dangerous Principle, faith he, and pernicious to true Religion, and the 
root of  Ranteriſm, to afert, that nothing i incumbent upon thee as a Duty, but what 
thou art convinced is thy Duty, Then the Enemy was at work to ſcatter the Minds 
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of Friends by that looſe Plea, &c. p. 11, But this ſame Will, Penn, in the Yar: 
1673. was of another Mind, for, then he publiſhed a Book, entituled, 
Duakgriſm a New Nick- Name for old Chriſtianity, 1n which, P. 71. he Aith, 
No command in the Scripture is any fa'ther Ovliging upon any Man, than as he

Sign'd by 67 of the Chief of their Body, both which Excommunications ſtand.

and ( notwithſtanding that Great Mzekneſs which they pretend to ) thruſt him 
Mr. John Pennyman by Name ) all along the Gallery, down ſeveral Steps, Rich. 


Smith was preſent, and did atteſt it, This is Charged upon them, by the. 
Author of the Sake, p. 10g. 39 Eait, And to this plain Matter of Fat, 
which was ſo well known, G. Whitehead in his: Antidote, &C. p. 41. thus an- 


ſwereth, We krow no ſuch Indignation or Aftion ſhewn by any of us, again$t the Bible, nor 
any Perſon becauſe thereof ;, neither ao we Believe it, let the Author prove it if be 
can, Which I think, the Author hath done, by producing his Voucher for it.

And W. Penn hath this Expreſſion, That frequent but Impertinent Diſtinflin, 
that God is One 1m Subſtance, but Three in Perſons or Subſiſtences, <-- 4A moſt 4 
ſnrd Blaſphemy. --- They the 1rinitarians, muſt neceſſarily conclude their Kind of Ty, 
nity a Fittion, For, ſince the Father 5s God, the Son 1s God, and the Spirit is Gu, 
(which their Opinion neceſſitates them to Confeſs) then unleſs the Father, Son, and Sjij 
are Three diſtintt Nothings, they muſt b e T hrce diſt n& Subſt ances, and Conſequently Tn:

Fox expreſly faith, Chriſt is not diſtintt from the Father, but Thiy, tt 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt are not diſtinft. Gr. Myſt. p. 142, 293- Andifh 
then inſtead of a Trinity, there muſt be be but One Perſon in the Godhead 
and conſequently it muſt be God the Father, who was Incarnate, . and ſuffer 
and ſo they fall in with thoſe Old condemned Hereticks, called Panf: 
fans. But they pretend to beleive .i» Feſus Chriſt the Eternal Son of 6u | 
very God, and very Man; And how yvell this agreeth with their Antient Tel 
mony, let W. Penn and Chr. Atkinſon inform you, the former ſaying, Th 
Outward Perſon which ſuffered, was properly the Son of God, we utterly deny. Sl 
ous Apology. p. 146. And the other blaſphemouſly ſaith, Tour Imagintd Gu 
beyond the Stars, and your Carnal Chriſt, is utterly deny'd, and teftify'd againf 
the Light. To ſay this Chriſt 5s God and Man in one Perſon, it is a Lye. Sword0 
the Lord drawn: p. 5. And where is their Sincerity in pretending to belly} 
him to be very God, and very Man? And as for the Holy Ghoſt, whom the 
pretend to beleive to be One and the ſame God with the Father and the 5th 

leſſed for evermore. If Jeſus be not God, as it is their Do&rine, then the F6 

ly Ghoſt, who was promiſed by, and proceedeth from Jeſus, muſt be 00 110 
than the Creature of a Creature. And now what becomes of all this gloriok 
Confeſſion of theirs? Doth it not dwindle into Arianiſm aud Macedonianiſn 
Have they. not {ill ſome ſecret Reſerve which they keep concealed ? Do 
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not herein very much reſemble that Arch-Heretick 4-144, who kept his own writ- 


ten in Paper In his Boſom, when he ſubſcribed the Nicene Creed, and declared 


that he believ'd as he had written? 


And in like manner they do with the other Articles of the Creed ; of which 
| ſhall preſent you with a Curſory View. They will acknowledge that Chriſt 
was born of a Virgin, and yet not mean one word of what they ſay, it muſt all 
he ſpiritualiz'd, and turn'd into an Allegory. See W. Baily's Works, p. 291, 
292, 300, 307 where you may find him thus expreſſing himſelf 3 So now this 
Chriſt was before the World began, and a Seed (1.e. a Principle within) before any 
Name was given to it, who in proceſs of time was born of a Virgin ; but none knows 
him born, or ever ſhall, but of a Virgin; (he that hath Ears let him hear,) Be thou 
[Man] but the Virgin, the Power of the moſt High ſhall over-ſhadow thee”, and that 
Holy Tow which ſhall be born of thee, ſhall be called the Son of God. : 

They can confeſs that he ſuffered Death, and was Crucified, but it muſt be 
underſtood to be within 3 For, If there be any other Chriſt, but He that was cruci» 
fy d within, he.is the falſe Chriſt. — Devils and Reprobates make a Talk of Him 
without, ſaith their Great Apoſtle G, Fox, Great Myſtery, p. 206. 

They can confeſs that he died, roſe again, and litteth now at the Right Hand 
of God ; But all this muſt be underſtood Spiritually, of a ſpiritual Death, a ſpi- 
ritual Reſurreftion, and a ſpiritual Seſſion at God's Right hand within, For, 
the Coming of Chriſt in the Fleſh ts but a Figure, ſaith G. Whitehead, in his Truth 
Defending the Quakers, @c. 'p. 20. But of what was it a Figure ? Why, of the 
True Chrilt or their Light within ; For, faith G. Fox, Gr, Myſt. p. 206. The Apo- 
ftles preached Chriſt that was crucified within, and not another ; Him that was raiſed 


up from the dead, was Riſen that Lord Feſus Chriſt within, — It was He that was 


manijeſt intoe Saints, that was and us not another, For the Other ts the Antichriſt, —— 
And he that hath not this Chriſt, that was Riſen and Crucified within, 4s a Reprobate. 
They will pretend to believe his Coming to Judgment, but that muſt be with- 
in too; For, «another coming in the Fleſh, yet tobe expetted, we do not read of, faith 
G.W. Light and Life, p. 41. And if yor look for Chriſt as he was Son of Mary, to 
appear outwardly in a Bodily Exiſtence to ſave you, You may look, until your 'Eyes drop 
0:44, before you will ſee ſuch an Appearance of Him, ſays the ſame Serious George, 
in his Nature of Chriſtianity, Þ. 2.9, 30. | 
They pretend to believe one Holy Catholick Church, but you muſt underſtand. 


 Ttof their own Church; for, they diſclaim and dai all other Churches, and 


claim to tizemſelves to be the Onely True Church, as hath been ſhewn. As the 


trvie and pure Principles of the Goſpel, are reſtored by their Teſtimony, ſo the antient A- 
il or otical Order in the Church of Chriſt is Re-eſtabliſh'd among them, and ſettled upon 


itr right Baſis and Foundation, ſaith Robert Barkly, in his Anarchy of the Ranters, p.1. 
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And Solomon Eccles their lying Prophet, confirms all this ; Come, ſays he, Epiſ- - 


vyterians, Inacpendents, Baptiſts, and Papits, the Quakers deny you 

Alt; for. the Quakers are in the Truth, and none but they. Quaker's Challenge. p. 3. 
As for the Forgiveneſs of Sins, that is no part of their Belief, for they pre- 

tend to have attained to a ſinleſs Perfeftion, to be without Sin, and perfect as 


God himfelf, 1s hath heen ſhewn. And therefore they have no occaſion to make 
this an Article of their Crecd, RS GOLD 
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They pretend to believe the Reſurre&jon of the Body, but this muſt be withy 
too, and the Body that is to be raiſed muſt be an Heavenly and Spiritual Bogy. 
but when urg'd to declare, what they mean by that Heaverly Body, they are at; 
great Loſs, thzy know not what to make of 1t. Some will have it to he thei þ 
Light within, others will have it to be the Soul it ſelf, or an heavenly Framey f 
Diſpoſition of the Soul, which they think they have attain'd already, and ther, 
fore ſay, as Hymenews and Philetus did, That the Reſurrection is paSt alrcady, py 
St. Paul tells us, that by ſo ſaying, they err'd concerning the Truth, and overt 
the Faith of ſome. 2 Tim. 2, 17, 18. But the outward Reſurrection of the ſap, 
Body, they not only deny, but Ridicule it at a ſtrange Rate, comparing it wi 
the Turkiſh Alcoran, and the Popiſh DoQrine of Tranſubſtantiation, For, thus fait Þ 
IW.

CONCLUSION. 


"Hus have I drawn a Parallel between New and Old Rome, 1. e. between } 
Quakeriſm and Popery, in ſome few Particulars ; It might be done un F 
many more, but theſe [ think, may ſuffice to ſhow how near a Kin they | 
are. And that it is not without great probability that Popiſh Emiſſaris | 
are {uſpected to have been the firſt ſetters up and promoters of. Quakeriſm 1 
England, For, that ſeveral Jeſuits were ſent over hither by the Pope and tit 
College de propaganda fide, to foment all the Differences, Diviſions and Diftut- 
bances, which have riſen amongſt us both in Church and State, is evident fron Þ 
two Books which have now before me, the one.entituled M#tatus Polemo, Printed 
1650, and the other, Foxes and Firebrands.. Edit, 2%, Printed at London 160 
The former ſhewing the Horrible Stratagems of the Jeſnits prafiſed in Er 
land, during the Civil Wars. And the latter. diſcovering the Danger fron 
the Harmony of Popery and Separation. But beſides theſe, it is well kno 
that ſome Popiſh Emiſſaries have been found' Preachers among the Quakers | 
And at-this day there are ſome Eminent Preachers among them, who have bel 
educated in Popiſh Seminaries abroad, and' ſome who have been profeſſed F* | 
piſts before they. turned Quakers ; and for any thing thing that appears to tt 
crontrary-may be ſo ſtill. As for Inſtance, Robere Barkly, a Man of n0 ſmal

Roman Catholicks, And there is great ſuſpicion that ſome of great Name among | 
them are ſo at this day, I do not frame theſe from thence to form any con- 
cluſive Argument, but only to ſhow the probability of the Suſpicion that Rome 
had an hand in forming this Sect among us: And that it was not without 
great Reaſon, that a Worthy Divine of the Church of England in a Book of 
his, entituled, The Good Old Way, &c. p.121, 122. ſaid thus of them, Of all 
the Sets that are among us, undoubtealy the Quakers have been, and are, moſt emi- 
nently ſerviceable to our Common Aaverſary ; for, their principles are ſuch as conld 
not come out of any other int but the Jeſuits, And truly no Opinions can more. re- 
ſemble theirs, than thoſe that are held by that Crafty and Perverſe Seft. Do not the” 
Huakers think, themſelves as Tafallible as the Romans think, the Pope himſelf to be ? 
And do they not ſay, that one Reaſon why they divide from us ts, becauſe we confeſs 
our ſelves to be Men ſubject unto Error * Da they not lower the Magiſtrates Autho- 
rity ( 4s the Jeſuits do) and by all Imaginable Methods endeavour to render him con- 
temptible? Do they not villifie the Holy Scriptures ( as the Jeſuits do) and call the 
Bible a dead Letter? Do they not cry up the Light, the Light, juſt as the Jeſuits 
cry up Tradition, Tradition? Do they not think, themſelves to.be the only People of 
God ( a4 the Jeſuits think their Fattion to be) and count all others who are not of 
their Communion Reprobates and damned Perſons? Do they not take it for granted 
that they are perfett, and cannot ſm? Why, do but turn the Tables, and behold it 
| # Jeſuttiſm upon which they build the Doftrine of Meritorious good Works; for 
t where there is not perfeition, there can be no Merit. But the moſt Iucky and ad- 
vantageous Principle that ever was infus'd ints them, 1s this, that they muſt not by 
any means ſwear, tho call d unto it by due Authority : The Jeſuit was no fool when 
he taught them this, for, hereby he on out of Harms way, and ſhelters himſelf 
from a neceſſity of taking any Oaths of Supremacy or Allegiance; this Principle 
therefore they do arrantly guard, and make many Propoſals, that they may be allowed 
this, and as long as it 1s allowed, it will be impoſſible to hunt our Enemies out of the 
Herd, or to diſtinguiſh indeed between a Quaker and a Feſuit. By this any unpre=- 
| judiced Man may ſee, that this ſullen and dogged Seft is the Feſuit's natural and un-- 
doubted Iſſue ;, though like other Baſtards they are"aſhamed to own their Father, &c. 
Nor had that other Reverend Perſon leſs Reaſon to ſay as he did in A Diſ-- 
courſe concerning the Idolatry of the Church of Rome, p. 282, Every one who com-- 
pares them (i. e. Feſuits and Duakers) would imagine the Life of Ignatius had been 
their great Exemplar : I know not whether any of that Innocent and Religions Order 
| of feſuits had any hand in forming this new Society (i. e, Quakers) among us, 45. 
bath been frequently ſuggeſted ;, but if one may gueſs the Father by the Child's likg- 
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neſs, jr Loyola X Founder of the Feſuits, was at leaſt the. Grandfather of the: 
HaRers, CC. 
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
